CRISIS IN REVOLUTION IN GOBI EX- 


PECTED WITHIN FEW BOORS 


Rebels Well Armed and are Supplied 


With Dynamite-Revolution 


Outpaces Paima, 


(Bulletin.) 


Havana, Aug. 22.—The rebej 


forces are reported to have scored 
their first victory this morning 
when a fores attacked the rurales' 
outposts at Pinar Del Bio and 
drove them back toward the city 
The insurgents are reported await- 
ing reinforcements, but a concen 
trated attack on the small forcek 
of local troops is expected. Aid is 
being rushed to the government 
forces. 


A crisis in the revolutionary move- 


ment is expected soon. Fifteen hun- 
dred rebels are now conceu era ting on 
Pinor Del Rio, hoping to capture it 
and make that city their headquarters. 
A threatened cabinet crisis has added 
to the burdens of the 
government. 


Jealousies among cabinent 
members 


have caused friction and the retire- 
ment of several ministers is expected. 
The government authorities today re- 
'fuse" to" admit that "there is any'trou- 
ble in the cabinet The position of tfie 
government is growing more set-ions. 
It is generally admitted that President 
Pal ma must act quickly in crushing 
the revolution or the insurgents will 
be able to retrench themselves 
too 


strongly in the mountains for the gov- 
ernment forces to route them. 
Up- 


risings have occurred in other pro- 
vinces. Insurgents bands are reported 
in Havana, Mantanzas and Santa Clara 
provinces. 
Dissatisfaction 
with the 


government is widespread and recruits 
are flocking to the rebel leaders. The 
men now leading revolutionists are 
men who led Cuban bands against 
Spain in the freedom fight. The revo- 
lutionists are well armed arid are sup- 
plied with dynamite. Laboring under 
the handicap of numerous difficulties 
the government has acted quickly and 
energetically to quell the revolution. 
Arrests 
of suspected 
revolutionists 


have been made in t«very province. It 
is estimated that 1,000 men have been 
arrested. 


Swearing in of government recruits 


is progressing everywhere, but the rev- 
olution has outpaced the government 
More recruits have flocked to the 
rebels than to the rural guards; A big 
band is said to have been trapped be-

Bach city, town and village 


should be allowed to decide for itse'f 
nil matters of local policy, especially 
as between public or private owner 
ship of all public u'tilities, including 
street railways, as well , as water- 
works and lighting systems, and that 
provision should be made for submit- 
ting such questions to the people 
upon request from a reasonable num- 
ber of voters and at such elections th" 
vote of a majority shall decide. Such 
public ownership should be safeguard- 
ed hy the merit ^system of appoint- 
ment and tenure of office, so as to pre- 
vent the building up of political ma- 
chines and the peipetuation of boss 
rule.

Holds Bossism Chief Issue-Reviews Work of Legislature 


at Its Last Session-Praises Leaders of Party-Tribute 
to Pattison-Mentions Bryan for Presidency. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 22.—In his a. 


dress to the Ohio Democratic conven 
tlon Tuesday night, Judge B. F. Mc- 
Cann of Dayton, temporary chairman, 
sounded Democracy's keynote for the 
coming campaign. 
Issues, state and 


national, were reviewed by the chair- 
man, who took occasion to call atten- 
tion to the work accomplished by the 
state legislature at the recent session, 
and to criticise what he termed the 
hortcomings and 
inconsistencies of 


the president and congress. Upon the 
subject of tariff revision he dwelt at 
some length. 
Discussing state ques- 


tions he 
held 
that bossism is the

Lofty tribute was paid 


to'the character of the late Governor 
Pattison, and William J. Bryan was 
pronounced the true leader of Dem- 
ocracy. 
Judge McCann said: 


The principles of Democracy will never 


die. The party may sometimes hibernate, 
but the springtime brings it forth to bat- 
tle for the people's rights with renewed 
vigor.

ago last May, so intelligent i. citizen, as 
Judge William H. Taft, announced that 
Democracy had been so stunned that it 
showed scarcely a sigh of life; that it was 
unable to frama an issue and so confi- 
dent was he of the truth of the assertion 
that he chose to confine hiir.self to the is- 
sues raised within his own party.

Invasion of Towns In Pimar del Rio 


Province Expected, and Loyal Citi- 
zens Will Try to Repel It.—Rumors 
That There 
Ha« Been Fighting 


There Not Confirmed. 


Havana, Aug. 22. — The utmost ex- 


citement prevails over the uprising in 
Cuba. 


It is reported that the town ot 


Guinea, 20 miles south of Havana, was 
peacefully occupied by a band of in- 
surgents. Guines is the center of the 
American truck farming industry, but 


There was some fighting in Havana 


province and more is expected. A 
detachment of rural guards encount- 
ered a portion of Bandera's band, 
with which shots were exchanged at 
close range. One insurgent was kill- 
ed, the others scattered, and 50 rural 
guards were in pursuit of the main 
band. 


There have been many rumors of 


fights at various points in the pro- 
vince of Pinar del Rio, but they have 
not been confirmed by government or 
press dispatches. However, night at- 
tacks on the city of Pinar del Rio and 
other towns continue to he regarded 
as probable. 
Government wires are 


working freely. Pinar del Rio, Conso- 
lacion del Sur and San Juan del Mar- 
«nitz were reinforced by 200 troops. 
Loyal Citizens are well equipped to 
repel invasion. 


It is believed by the 
authorities 


that the resolution in western Cuba 
has reached its maximum. The gov- 
ernment and people generally believe 
the movement has reached about all 
the accessions it is likely to gain. The 
promptness of the government in ar- 
resting suspected leaders and plotters 
in Havana and elsewhere and in send- 
ing reinforcements to the disturbed 
districts had an excellent effect in 
strengthening public confidence 
end 


overawing sympathizers with 
the 


movement. 


On the other hand, notwithstanding 


quiet in the Pinar del Rio region, 
peaceable inhabitants of the cities ol 
Final del Rio, Consolacion del Sur, 
San Juan del 
Martinez and 
other 


western towns are In hourly apprehen- 
sion of attack and occupation of those 
places. The fact that probably 1.090 
insurgents intend to concentrate In 
the province of Pinar del Rio on towns 
inadequately guarded by small detach- 
ments of rural guards, mostly in«x- 
perienced in warfare, makes the situa- 
tion grave.
